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Children In. Thunderstorms 


O summer passes without thun- 
derstorms, nnd each one prob- 
ably claims new victims. An 
average of only about nine people 
are killed every yer, but the num- 
ber who are fnjured mentally must 
be great for many thousands suffer 
throughout lHfe from a fear of light- 
ning, In some eases this fs a de- 
finite phobin and every storm be- 
conics an agony. In other cases the 
fear is milder and shows itself 
simply by mental unrest and in- 
somnia. Lareds 
Psychologists will tell you that in 
_ almost every case these groundless 
fears originated In childhood, and 
parents have a great responsibility 
in “educating” thelr children to 
{hunderstorms. I know a woman 
whose fear of Hhtning originated 
probably fifty years ago, when an 
old-fashioned nurse made a thunders 
storm the text of a sermon and told 
her that the thunder was sent to 
punish her for beink naughty Uhat 
afternoon, but that Hf she promised 
to be good the lightning would not 
strike her. 


Such folly on the part of nurses 
nnd parents has now nimost’ dl 
appeared, but there are alll] people 
who cannot resist the temptation of 
suggesting that certain accidents are 
n punishment for rlsbehaviour. The 
dangers of doing this with Mehtning 
nre too obvious to need emphasis. 


In my experience, children are not 
naturally afraid of thunderstorins. I 
have scen two and three-years-olds, 
fascinnted by the flashes and rather 
nmused by the rolling of the thunder, 
In nearly every case fear ig born by 
infection, either from the parents or 
other children. T have in mind the 
case of n five-years-old boy T know 
who had no nore fear of thunder- 
storms than of a heavy shower until 
he went to stay with an aunt, who 
suffered agonies during 2 thunder- 


turning mirrors. Knowing how you 
suffer yourself, you should be doubly 
anxious to avoid “infecting” your 
children. 


Younger children ean be distracted ; : 


durings a thunderstorm «by — being 
given something particularly Inter- 
esting to do. Nothing ‘should be 
suid about even the remote «danger 
of lightning, but you: may find they 
ure anxious to watch the beautiful 
flushes. | Thunderstorms generally 
occur at times when the heat is 
trying and you should therefore be; 
doubly carcful not to be Irritable or ; 
speak unwise words. i 


Older children can gradually be 
taught about Hghtning. You can 
explain to them how the air is ale 
ways full of electricity nnd some- 
times when the charge becomes too 
great, it Is released in this way. They 
can learn how the crackle of the 
great electric spark is imngnified by 
the clouds and rather casually taught 
the simple rules for avoiding danger. 


Tsay “rather casually" not because 
these rules ure unimportant, but be- 


cause ft iy important to avoid giving 
the impression that thunderstorms 
are nearly as dangerous as they seem. 
An expert has stated that if every- 
one observed these simple rules, 
there would not even be a one In 
4,000,000 chance of belnit injured. 
There are many superstitions con- 
nected with thunderstorms, such as 
turning mirrors, 
your home the chances of being In- 
jured are so small that no precau- 
tions ure necessary.

as a British economist has

export of her own manufactured 
goods, so us to be able to pur- 
chase raw materials in the 
cheapest markets, whatever 
their origin. The fact is that 
no nation, not even the British 
Empire, is self-sufficient. One 
and all must import something 
and the optimal results from the 
commercial standpoint alone are 
obtained by buying in the 
chenpest and selling in the 
dehrest market. Germany, and 
Great Britain to a lesser degree, 
have decided that for strategic 
reasons certain commoditics 
must be home-praduced, and

situated among so faany beautitul) 
hills, should be the possessor of many 
interesting wells and springs whose 
history is woven with romance ond

Its claim, too, Is doubled by the fact 
of its standing at the Joining of Téeviot 
and Siitric, the watersheds of these 
rivers providing the source of many 
of the springs which have come to be 
Icnown ns the town's wells:

No summer pusses without thun- 
derstorms, and cach one proab- 
ably claims new victims, An 
avernie of only about nine people 
are killed every year, but the num- 
ber who ure injured mentally must 
be great for many thousands suffer 
throughout Hfe from a fear of Maeht- 
-alng. In same.-caces. this isa da- 
finite phobia and every storm be- 
comes an agony, In other cases the 
“fear is milder and shows — itself 
simply by mental unrest and in- 
somnin, ‘AOR 


Psychologists will tell you that in 
almost every case these groundless 
fears orlginated jn ‘childhood, and 
parents hove a great responsibility 
‘in’ “educating” their children to 
thunderstorms. I know. a woman 
whose fear of lightning originated 
probably fifty years ogo, when an 
old-fashioned nurse made a thunder- 
storm the text of a sermon and told 
her that the thunder was sent to 
punish her for being naughty that 
afternoon, but that if she promised 
to be good the Nghtning would not 
strike her. - 


‘* Such folly on the part of nurses 
and parents hong now almost dis- 
appeared, but there are still people 
who cannot resist the temptation of 
suggesting that certain accidents are 
a punishment for misbehaviour, The 
dangers of doing this with Hehtning 
are too obvious to need emphasis. 


In my experience, children are not 
naturally afrald of thunderstorms, I 
have seen two and three-years-olds 
fascinated by the finshes and rather 
amused by the rolling.of the thunder, 
In nenrly every cnse fear is born by 
Infection, cither from the parents or 
other children.

who liad no more fear of thunder. 
storms than of n heavy shower until 
he went to stay with an aunt, who 
suffered agonies during a thunder- 
storm nnd wos not wise enough to 
hide her fears from the child.

trying: and you should therefore be 


doubly oareful not to be irritable or; 


speale unwise words, 


Older children can gradually be 
taught nbout Hehtning. You can 
explain to them how the air is al- 
ways full of electricity and some- 
times when the charge becomes too 
great, it is released in this way. They 
ean learn how the crackle of the 
Rreat electric spark is magnified by 
the clouds and rather casually taught 
the simple rules for avoiding danger. 


I say “rather casually" not because 
these rules ore ualmportant, but be- 
cause {t is important to avoid giving 
the impression that thunderstorms 


- are nearly as dangerous as they scem. 


An expert has stated that if every 
one observed these ‘simple rules, 
there would not even be a one in 
4,000,000 chance of being injured. 
There are many superstitions con- 
nected with thunderstorms, such as 
turning mirrors, but generally In 
your home the chances of being in- 
jured are 50 small that no precaus 
tons are neeessary. 


Simple Precautions 


Out of doors you should keep 
away from, high trees, small sheds 
standing on open ground, and any- 
thing metal, such as a wire fence, 
It is through failure to observe these 
precautions that injuries and deaths 
are caused, : 


Lustly, It is: perhaps necessary to 
emphusise the cruelty and folly of 
teaching children about their fears. 
This will certninly not cure’ them, 
and is likely to mike the fears more 
deep-seated.

‘War Not One Of

New York, Sept. 0. 
The Japanese Consul-General, Mr. 
Kannme Wakiasugl, to-day addressed 
a Rotary Club gathering here, dealing. 
with the Far Eastern crisis, 


The speaker said the situntion was 
unfortunate for, Japan os well as 
Chinn, “but if anyone thinks “that 
the trouble has been . made by 
Jupan alone, with the object of con- 
quest, he |s entirely mistalcen." 


Mr. Wakasugl reviewed the funda- 
mental situation, including the pre- 
sence of foreign troops and warships 
In China, under the provisions of the 
Boxer Protocol, He said the fact 
that forelin troops are stl! muin- 
tained in China explains the necessity 
for protection of thelr nationals, whe- 
ther China ts organised or disor- 
ganised., “It is certainly our bust- 
ness,” the Consul said, “to look after 
the safety of our nationals and our 
legitimate rights and interests against 
wanton uttacks by unruly elements 
and uncontrollable forces.” 


CAUSE OF TROUBLE 

The speaker blamed the present 
trouble in North China to the Chinese 
attack on the Japanese garrison at 
Lukouchial on July 7 and the Shang- 
hat trouble: to the murder of two 
Japanese naval men on August 9. 
“We ave frequently told by Chinese 
spokesmen,” suid) the Consul, “that 
Japan has purposely — created and 
utilised incidents on the pretext of 
territorial aygressions. If Japan so 
intended, would she so strenuously 
make efforts for penceful local settle- 
ments?” he asked. 


Mr, Wakusugi clarified the Japanese 
position as, firstly, not fighting the 
Chinese people, but being compelled 
in an‘emerpency to protect her na- 
tlonals as well as her troops; and, 
secondly. by saying Japan had no 
territorial designs in China, adding: 
“We do not want territory, — but 
friendly co-operation In the supply of 
raw materials and in the develop~ 
ment of natural resources, 


LEADERS BLAMED, 


The Consul declared that, owing to 
China's unwillingness to co-operate, 
Japan had no alternative but to repel 
the challenges, te blamed the 
Chinese leaders for encouraging anti- 
foreign agitation and also Communist 
detivaly, sayings “Atter Chiang, 
sheik was Iddnapped he was brought 
tu terms by the Communist armies 
singling: out Japan as their enemy.

Currency Being 
Allowed To 
Find Own Level 


Paris, Sept. 9. 

The sharp fallin the fran, which 
closed at 135.87 for spot compared 
with 133.96 at the opening, while 
forward discounts slumped from 100 
centitnes for one month and 418 for 
three months, to 200 for one and 587 
far three, Is not taken too serlously 
here. ‘ 

The movements are thought to be 
in keeping with the French policy 
of allowing the franc to find {ts own 
level. It is pointed out, too, that, 
the Internatlonal — situatign has 
latterly created nervousness and 
capital fs again leaving the country. 

The Bank of France, which has 
hitherto pegged the rate through the 
Exchange Fund at 132.97, deelded 
to-day only to accord Intermittent 
support, nas it was realised that the 
movement away from the frane was 
more than «a merely temporary 
fluctuation, and there was no wish, 
especlally nt such na period of Inter- 
national tension, to use up France's 
“war. chest” ‘in support of currency, 

. It is thought that to-day's nervous- 
ness may have been accentuated by 
to-dny’s Bank of France returns 
which revealed that the state had 
borrowed. a further’ 800,000,000 
francs from the bank.—Reuter,

DEFENCE COUNSEL’ 
“ADDRESSES JURY 


“rhe Sincere murder trial reached 
ity closing.stages this morning, when 
the Hon. Mr. Leo D'Almada, Jnr, 
Counset for Li Fook-cheuns, who Is 
charged with Au Hing in connection 
avith the crime, began his final ade 
dress to the Jury, 

Further cross-examined by Mr. 
Sheldon, for the Crown, LI, who hod 
yiven his evidence-In-enler at the 
previous hearing, denied it was his 
{dea of asking Ko Wah-tak to write 
the note in the cell in order to sup- 
preas the one be alleved he had re- 
ecived in - his house. He * further 
denied he had been to the Kowloon 
Confectionary with Ko-on severnl 
occasions. 

Yeung Yim, 15-ycar old muf-tsai 
employed by Li, stated that Ko had 
been to her master's house on two 
‘oceanions, ono of which wags on the 
third day of the Coronation celebra- 
tions, Her master was. out on that 
occasion, and Ko asked for a piece of 
paper on which he wrote something 
and told her to hand it to Li when he 
returned. She handed the note to Li 
the following evening. 


STORY CHANGED 


Cross-examined, witness admitted 
having told Inspector Rozeskwy and 
Sergeant Leung Hin that the occasion 
Ko wrote the note was sometime fn 
February’ or March. ‘Since then. 
however, she had thought harder and 
found out thnut it was during the 
Coronation celebrations. 

Mr. C. P. D'Almada, partner of 
Messrs, Leo D’Almada and Company, 
solicitors for Li, sald that on August 
4 last.he received certain instructions, 
as o result of which he went to pri- 
soner's house where he found, a note 
inside a bool entitled “Principles on 
Railway Transportation.” His firm 
first received instructions of the exist- 
ence of the note, which concerned a 
loan, on June 19, : 

Chan Sam-koo, of 350 Des Vocux 
Rond West, stated that on May 12 and 
May 13, Li went to her house shortly 
before noon and stayed there until 
about 10 pam, & 

After corroborative evidence hid 
been given by Yau Lat-hing, a {cllow- 
tenant, Mr, D'Almada sald that con- 
eluded his case. . 

Mr. D. J. N. Anderson, Counsel for 
Au Hing, stated that no veidence was 
being offered on behalf of his ¢lient. 

Mr. D'Almnada, began his final nd- 
dress by saying that the responsibility 
on him was a heavy, one and asked 
the Jury to excuse him if he was un- 
duly long. As a result of having ad- 
duced evidence on behulf of his 
client, he had been deprived of the 
right of having the last word, and he 
asked the Jury not to forget his re 
marks after having: heard what_ Mr, 
Sheldon, Mr. Anderson and the Chicf 
Justice had to say, . 

Counsel then went on to remind the 
Jury that the more grave the case 
was the greater minimum of proof re- 
quired, but nevertheless dt was up to 
the Crown always to prove to their 
salistactlon beyond any doubt that 
his clent was guilty of the offence 
with which he was charged. After 
they had considered the evidence ad- 
duced by both sides, the only conclu- 
sion they could come.ta was. that the 
Crown had not placed his. client's 
quilt bith enough to make it a matter 
heyand ressonable doubt. 

TWO SCOUNDRELS 

Another salutary rule of English 
eriminal law, continued Counsel, was 
that it was exceedingly dangerous to 
conviet any man upon the evidence ot 
necamplices, choas they had in the 
present, case. Ko and Wong, two 
self-confessed partners in the crime, 
had been described by their own 
Counsel as scoundrels, and the danger 
to convict of their evidence was there- 
fore obvious. Further, Ko had been 
referred to by Mr. Sheldon as 3 


sheruin addict and weak-willed) crea- 


ture. 

“My submission to you,” sald Mr. 
D'Almada, “is that after looking at 
the evidence ndduced by both sides 
you will find not one whit of corro- 
boration in the evidence of these 
two accomplices, because corrobora- 


tion docs not mean this: that Ko and |’ 


Wong said exactly the sume that you 
can take It that corroboration lies 
there, Corroboration must be somc- 
thing entirely Independent and con- 
nect or tending to connect accused 
with the crime with which he fs 
charged. Another,. test you should 
apply is this: you should say to your- 
selves, ‘Here am I deallng with a 
matter of vital Importance to the de~ 
fendant. In a matter of equal vital 
{mportance to myself would I come 
to a conclusion beyond any reason- 
able doubt upon the word of two 
scoundrels, uncorroborated? If you 
sincerely and consciously apply this 
test I submit with some confidence 
that you can come to no other con- 
clusion than that you could not rely 
upon thelr evidence, 
VERY CASUAL 

Reviewing the evidence, Counsel 
said that the Crown's case was that 
this wicked ond cold-blooded plot 
was negotiated at a casual conversa~, 
tion between Ko and defendant, The 
casunlness of it was such ns if they 
were dealing with an ordinary busl- 
ness matter of n small insurance 
policy. There was no question of 
swearlng Ko to secrecy or sounding 
him, but straightaway the suggestion 
was made to him that he should find 
someone to do uway with Mr. Chan. 
Further, Ko himaclf sald he did not 
usk for money to do the act, as Li's 
past Icindnesses to him, plus $5 and a 
palr of Mannet trousers, were suftl- 
clent inducement. Counsel sald that 
it was hard to believe that these were. 
the, circumstances under which the 
Plot, if any, was negotiated, 

"Can you believe Ko'’s evidence,” 
went on Counsel, “when he said that 
upon his introduction. to Au who, ac- 
cording to'him, did the murder, Au 
said: ‘Moncey {is no consideration to 
me. I will Just do the job.for you."
